Ms. McDaniel made a motion to approve the June 18, 2015 minutes with an amendment;

 floor as long as it’s not rented.  Ms. 

McDaniel made a motion to notify Brien Hoover of Real Properties to move forward in 

negotiations on this office space rental at South Creek Park with a possible office move by 

November 1 or December 1, 2015; seconded by Dr. McCormick.  Motion carried unanimously.
